By this Means, the pityable Vulgar, whoſe 
Misfortune it is, to be deluded by Shews and 
Forms, have often received the Cheat or 
Madman, with the ſame Reverence which 
they would pay to a Saint or a Prophet; and 
have been conducted by them as implicitly. 
Some Centuries ſince, before true Chriſti- 
anity had got footing amongſt us, our An- 
ceſtors were miſerably under the Yoak of 
Impoſtors, and abuſed without End, by 

ng Miracles, and pretended Revelations, 
ndeed all along ever ſince we have been 
a Nation, the Spirit of Enthuſiaſm, hath with 
ſome Variation in it's Shape, appeared 
amongſt us, at certain dark Times, and 
feckly Intervals, in the Conſtitution of the State, 
or the Conſtitution of the People. For theſe 
Things are ſome how connected in Nature, 
When the Ignorance of the Vulgar grows 
frantick, and is joined by an uncommon 
Ferment in their Paſſions, they ſoon grow 
weary 'of old Rules and Orders. It matters 
not whether they be Civil or Religious, that 
they firſt intrude upon. Since the ſame reſtleſs 
Folly, that oppoſes the one, can hardly leave 
the other without Diſturbance. Thoſe who 
rebel againſt their lawful Governors, ſeldom 
ſpare their lawful Teachets, and thoſe who 
decry their lawful Teachers, do ſometimes 
gvowedly, and always virtually oppoſe their 
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lawful Governors. For why, in a Church 
by Law eſtabliſhed, every Miniſter is in his 
Province, a civil QFFICER, as well as Ec- 
clefaſtical, and conſequently every Combina- 
tion againſt the efabhſbed Prieſthood, is at 
the ſame Time an Attempt againſt the * 
civil Government, and a real Attack u 
the Conſtitution, Indeed ſuch Attacks may 
not always deſerye the Notice of the Magi.

ſignificant, and the Conſtitution is in other 
Reſpects firm, and out of Danger. Puniſh- 
ment where there is no Call for it, would be 
miſapplied, and has ſometimes been the 
Means of making ſmall Diſturbances, and 
weak Engines confiderable: But when whats 
was at firſt weak, is ſuffered through 
Negligence to grow fo extenſive in it's Ope- 
rations, as to want only a little Encourage- 
ment and Direction, to give a Change to the 
whole Sy/tem; both of our Ecclefaſtical and 
civil Polity ; the Caſe is very different, and 
will demand of the Legiſſature, their moſt 
ſerioug Conſideration. In the mean Time, 
it cannot be improper, in a Nation like ours, 
where every Malignity of Speaking and 
Writing, carries with it a moſt ſucceſsful 
Infection, I ſay it cannot be improper for 
Ar.
